St. Joseph Council Appointed 
Committee to Secure Plans 
and Specifications. 


IS ESTIMATED TO COST $5,000, 


Proposed to Be Conatrootod Aoross 


tho Bayou of tho St. Joseph 
Rivor at tho Power Moutto. 


Tho St. Joseph eommon council last 
night, appointed Alderm en Holland, 
Forbes, Hoyle and Froitag, a coiuiuit- 
tce to setsure plans and specifications 
for a stuel draw bridge to span the 
bayou of the St. Joseph river at the 
power house of the Hen ton H arbor & 
St. Joseph street railway. 


Theconunlttee was further Instructed 
to confer with th e Vandalia railway 
i.'ompauy and ascertain if th at eor|>ora- 
tion will assist th e city in constructing 
the contem plated bridge under which 
its tracks now run. 
The railw ay com­ 
pany. it is estim ated, would receive 
considerable benefit from the proposed 
improvement and could well alYord to 
help it along. 


The purpose of a draw bridge at this 
point is to perm it lake vessels to navi­ 
gate the bayou, which will be necessary 
in case the factory sites along this wa­ 
terway are occupied as. it is conceded, 
they will be when swme means of load­ 
ing their products onto lioats from the 
factory buildings is provided. 


John M. A llm endinger has agreed to

entry as long as there has been a watch 
trade iu England, which is for the last 
200 years or thereabout.

be three centers of the English trade, 
these boiug Liverpool, Coventry and 
London. Now there are pructic-ally but 
two—Coventry and Birmingham. The 
test of a good watch is that it should 
obtain a Kew certificate, and of the 
watches that go to Kew 75 per cent are 
from Coventry. 


At Kew no watch has yet siK-cecdcd 


in getting the 100 marks which signify 
perfection, but Coventry lias come near- 
est, with 92, and is always well to the. 
front. The Kuw test is no lijrht one. 
The watch.is tested in every position 
and its rare registered; not on] r per day,*- 
buf per hour. It is hung by its pendant, 
hung upside down, hting on each side, 
•placed dial down and back down and at 
any number of angles, and to liuisli up 
with is b,'tk<?d in <-ui oven itud frozr/j in 
an ice-pail. No wonder that a watch 
with.a Kew certificate is a comfort In 
-its owner. 


• When it, IK considered (hat it. makes 
18,000 vibrations an hour and must not 
•vary a second a week, while a quarter 
turn of its two time screws, nn 
the millionth of au inch, will make a 
difference of 30 seconds a day. the deli- 
cacy of its adjustment will bu appreci- 
ated, as will also the risk of intrusting 
its repair to any but skillful hands.-
